Miss Alice Crilley passed away on the morning of April 6, 
1943, at St. Joseph's Hospital, Edmonton. Students and ex- 
students of Eastwood learned of her death with sincere regret. 

Miss Crilley came from the town of St. Stephen, New Bruns- 
wick. She graduated in Arts from the University of Toronto. 
Previous to coming to Edmonton in 1928, she taught for a number 
of years in the town of Lamont, ending up there as principal of 
the town high school. In September, 1928, Miss Crilley joined 
the staff of Eastwood High School and continued here until her 
retirement from teaching in June of last year. 

As a teacher, Miss Crilley’s work was distinguished by extreme 
thoroughness in preparation, and care in presentation. She spared 
herself no effort which might improve the work of her students. 
As a colleague, she was loyal and enthusiastic. Some years ago 


she was very ill and was away from school for a full year. During 


the last years of her teaching career she labored under a handicap 
of ill-health which would have daunted any but the most resolute 
and .enthusiastic.
